U.S. INTERVENTION IN CUBA 


As expected the Cuban mudde has 
resulted in intervention by the United 
Staces, intervention which however con- 
trary to the commonly understood the- 
cry of ihe United States ideals in gov- 
ernment will doubtless be we comed 
ty the more responsibie Cubans them- 
selves, and also by the foreigners re- 
siding or having interests there. The 
intervention was not made at a time 
or in a manner to indicate other then 
& genuine desire on the part of the 
United States Government to restore or- 
der and secure a stable admin’stra jon 
in the island. 

To s2y Cuban affairs were at a dead- 
lock would be to mis-state and under- 
siate the case. Not only was the goy- 
ernment blockaded in any encetvor to 
severn, but its yery existence was in 
jeopardy, and the first detachment of 
American troops were landed at the re- 
quest of President Palma himself, when 
the insurrectionist forces, daily in- 
creasing in strength, were only tweive 
miiss from the capital. It cannot be 
cherged therefore, that . the Un'tod 
States displayed any anxiety to again 
occupy the island; it did so only when 
the isiand government admitted that it

In our day society is 
in a much worse state, for, usually 
women who are considered incapable 
of doing any other kind of work un- 
dertake housework as a means of live- 
lihood. That seems to be putting it 
broadly and yet when you go through 
our kitchens and consider the men- 
tal capacity of those who are doing 
our housework, does it seem to you to 
be too strong? 

With a steadily increasing population 
it is often absolutely necessary that 
girls as wel as boys earn their living. 
For that reason young women are just 
as anxious as men to become experts 
in some particular line of work. It is 
a sign of progression in civilization 
that today there is not an avenue of 
work which is closed to woman if she 
has the physical strength to enter it. 
They show mental diversities and ca- 
pacities as widely as men. There are 
women born to be doctors, others for 
the business world, but far the great- 
er majority are better equipped for
